Before the Soviets took the depot, essential parts of the machinery wore re-

The Soviets also 
dismantled part of time machinery of the depot at Vorderheide and shipped it 
to the Itw.S.R. Until the spring of 19 ip, the Soviets used the depot for 
storin' aircraft bombs, parts of aircraft, and fuel. Later, the Soviets recon- 
verted the installation to its original status of a fuel depot* The last 
aircraft parts were moved to another depot southwest of 3choenborn(0 $2/B 93) 
in July 19U0o Since trie beginning of August 19 L 8 * Bod Amy fuel, rather than 
aviation gasoline, has been stored exclusively at the depot.
